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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemanni 

I  ^mve  tlie  honour  to  submit  ry  Annual  Report  for 
Che  year  1942*  The  appearance  of  tho  report  is  somewhat  late  but  lias  been  due 
to  pressure  of  work  in  tho  Depar'biiiont  arising  os  a  result  of  present  day 
condiuiens.  The  Report  is  muoh  abbreviated  and  is  to  bo  regarded  aKS  an  Interim 
Report,  in  accordance  with  Ciroular  2773  of  tho  Ministry  of  Health. 

Tho  outstanding  feature  of  tlie  year  v/as  tho  extra¬ 
ordinary  low  iiicidencc  of  notifiable  disoaeo*  and  of  that  which  did  occur,  nearly 
oiie  half  vrcis  due  to  measles.  During'  tho  yoar  however  *  a  nuitiber  of  oases  of 
catarrhal  jaundioo  ocourred  over  a  period  of  several  months. 

I  talco  this  opportunity  of  placiiog  on  record  ly 
appreciation  of  tho  coi-ifidoncc  and  supxiort  ivhich  tho  Council  has  always  given  mo 
in  the  discharge  of  ly  duties.  This  has  enabled  the  dii’ficultios  oncountered  in 
the  work  of  tho  Department  to  be  rap)idly  and  oosily  ovorcomo  and  has  made  for 
officiency. 

Also  I  havo  ‘boaoknowlcdge  much  valuable  assistance 
given  me  by  the  other  officers  of  the  Ccuncil  not  only  in  the  prepacra-tion  of  this 
Report  but  throughout  tho  yoar  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Dopartment.  In 
p^ticT^ar  I  have  to  thank  Mf.E.  Moses*  Clerk  to  the  Council  for  advice  on 
financia.!  matters^  I^r«R.  Sha\7  Batcliford*  Sanitary  Insiioctor  to  the  Council  for  his 
untiring  efforts  in  connection  v/ith  hoalth  education,  and  Mf.C.  Caddiclc,  Surveyor 
to  tho  Council  for  Ida  co-oporation  in  matters  relating  to  the  undcrtalcings  of  the 
Council  under  his  contyol. 

Tho  publioa.tion  of  this  Report  gives  me  on 
opportunity  of  c::p)rcsoing  my  satisfaction  of  tho  cordiad  relationship  wliich  exists 
between  tho  medical  praotitionors  of  the  ta\.ni  and  tho  Dt^xxirti'iicnt. 


Without  tlie  oo-oporation  of  tho  practitioners  tho  efforts  of  the 
Council  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  iiuprcfvement  in  the  health 
of  the  greatest  nujiber  of  inhabitants  Y/oiild  bo  slow  end 
unconvincing,  and  I  ajii  liap^py  to  assure  the  Council,  that  in  spite 
of  the  sorAov/he.t  disappointing  response  to  the  Diphtheria 
InriTunisation  effort  tlie  Departiaent  rccoives  very  considerable 
oo-oporation  from  the  practitioners*

Tliroupliout  the  year  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
disease  in  the  District  aaas  remarhably  low  -  only  37  notifications  were 
receivea,  i  ai;!  satisfied  that  this  fipure  X'opresentc  an  accurate  cstiiiation 
of  the  incidence  of  infection  as  it  has  alamys  been  the  custom  of  tlie 
medical  practitioners  to  notif37‘  promptl^^. 

The  detailed  statcaiont  of  the  notifications 
is  piven  in  the  table  bclo\7.  This  shov;s  that  r.x^aslcs  give  rise  to  the 
greatest  number  of  notifications?  16,  but  this  represents  a  remarkably  lov/ 
incidence  of  the  disease,  Pncu.ionia  ga.vo  rise  to  12  notifica/cions  \7hich  is 
somcwha’c  higher  than  the  sa.io  figure  for  recent:  years#  These  ‘two  diseases 
together  c.ccountod  for  73/^  nunber  of  notifications#  Ho  cases  of 

diphtheria  v;cre  notified  during  the  year  aiid  there  wa.s  01113^  one  case  of 
scarlet  fever.

There  \7ere  no  aciiiissions  to  the  Stretton  Sngvias 
Isolation  Hospital  and  costs  of  hospital  treatment  v/ere  therefore  small. 

The  Council  considered  the  question  of  providing 
a  steam  aisinfector  for  use  in  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  aid  for 
dealing  v/ith  veriimious  clotliing  aid  bedding.  It  y/os  decided,  tl'iat  any  form  of 
disinfector  Y/hich  could  not  holci.  a  mattress  T/a.s  not  fully  adequate  for  the 
requiroiiients  of  -the  District  and  as  the  necessary  licence  for  the  purchase  of 
a  steel  steal  disinfector  v/ith  self  contained  boiler  could  not  be  obtained, 
further  progress  could  not  be  ma.do. 

Scabies ; 

The  incidence  of  scabies  apxioars  to  have  been 
very  lov/  in  the  District  before  the  outbreaJe  of  v/au*,  il)out  one  or  tvvo  cases 
each  year  confined  to  one  jxirtioular  cIolSS  the  ^’Casuals”  v/as  the  ma,gnitudo 
of  the  problem#  v/itli  the  outbreak  of  v/avT,  as  a.  result  of  the  migration  of 
rhe  populalion  and  overcrowding  the  incidence  of  the  disease  increased.  In 
the  year  under  roviev;  15  causes  of  scalios  cajno  to  the  notice  of  the  Dcpajrt- 
ment,  but  as  this  disease  is  not  compulsorily  notifiable  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  this  figiure  represents  only  iDcnt  of  the  incidence* 

The  ajcrangements  for  the  trea/cment  of  the 
diseane  should  bo  choa.p,  efficient  auid  capa.blo  of  being  a.pplied  ivithout  the 
necessity''  for  admission  of  the  patients  to  hospital.  It  scorns  tha.t  cccising

the  yean  vdth  only  a  moderate  success#

langest  xaossiblc  response  by  panonts,  the  Coiuicil  made  onrangemonts  ivith  the 
Medical  Pra.ctitioners  v/hereby  free  imiunisa.ticn  v/a.s  r.va.ilablo  from  any 
doctor#  In  a.ddition  to  these  fSioilitics,  the  DQpantmont  provides  free 
irmunisation  facilities  a.s  follows:-

Special  clinics  vrere  also  arraii^pecl  by  the  J.Ieclical  Officer 
of  Health  Y.dth  the  consent  of  the  County  1‘edioal  Officer  at  the  Ross-on«17ye 
Hirst  ilid  Post,  LIuch  valuable  assistance  was  provided  by  the  voluntai^^ 
nursin£i  staffof  the  Post  under  Id’s,  Littlewood  and  these  clinics  v/ere  very 
successful  although  the  nujnbcrs  of  children  v/lio  attmded  xrore  not  entirely 
satisfactory. 

The  raethod  of  immunisation  adopted  by  the  Council  is  that 
A.P.T.  (2  injections)  should  be  used  preferably  for  children  under  8  years 
of  ape  and  T.A.P.^  (3  injections)  for  those  over  that  ape#  but  tliat  choice 
should  finally  be  detcrminGd  by  the  doctor  oarryinp  out  the  iimiiunisation. 
Free  supplies  of  both  these  proplx^dlactic  apents  arc  available  to  to  doctors 
for  free  immunisation.  Ey  this  procedure  the  Council  hopes  tlnat  inr.Tunisation 
will  be  carried  out  v/ith  the  mininiujm  inconvonionoe  to  all  children* 

There  are  a  nuimber  of  private  schools  in  the  district 
v/hich  have  their  o^m  school  doctors.  The  children  attending  these  schools 
do  not  appear  to  respond  very  well  to  a-ppeals  for  iirmunisation#  although 
the  Council’s  scheme  for  free  inmmunisation  of  children  tlrrouph  their  ov;n 
doctor  covers  these  children. 

The  Council  attempted  to  stimulate  iiirther  interest  in 
Diphtheria  IraTunisation  by  means  of  posters#  loel’lets  aiul  newspaper 
advertisements  almost  continually  throughout  the  year.  This  probably  did 
much  good  althoY^gh  the  results  mey  not  bo  ii-riodiately  a^jparent#  at  the  same 
counter  propoganda  appears  to  keep  pace  with  the  Council's  efforts  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  more  effective  in  a  nu:-iber  of 
instances.

non-pulmonary,  and  4  oases  y;ero  removed  from  the  Register,  At  tlie  end 
of  the  year  32  oases  remainod  on  tho  Register  •-  13  pulmonary  aiid  17  non- 
pulmonary  cases.
